19 any physical contact with Officer Lewis that 

20 day. 

21 So based on the overwhelming 

22 evidence that he did, in fact, hit her as 

23 alleged, he lied. He provided statements on 

24 three different occasions, and all the 
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1 Officer Anderson abused his wife 

2 when there were three young children in the 

3 house. A nine-year old, a six-year old and a 

4 two-year old were in the house and heard their 

5 mother screaming. 

6 Officer Lewis had to yell to her 

7 son, to her nine-year old son, to call the 

8 police. And the son, nine-year-old son, had to 

9 scream "don't hurt my mommy" or something to 

10 that effect. 

11 He caused not only a traumatic 

12 experience for Officer Lewis, but a traumatic 

13 experience for these young children in the 

14 house. So absolutely a 45-day suspension is 

15 more than justified for this conduct. 

16 Based on this, the Superintendent 

17 would respectfully request that Officer 

18 Anderson be found guilty and be issued the 

19 penalty requested. Thank you.

23 the Board: What we have here is essentially 

24 two different stories. One of the stories has 
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1 statements have been entered into evidence. He 

2 was asked on May 7th of 2009. He denied it. 

3 He was asked on April 14th, 2010, he denied it 

4 again. He was asked on April 26th, 2010, he 

5 denied it again. 

6 Three separate interviews with

21 honorable members of the Police Board, would 
' understand that based on the egregious nature 

2- of the conduct, a 45-day suspension is more 

24 than justified. 
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1 to be incorrect. There's certainly the chance 

2 that different versions of each of their 

3 stories are incorrect on some matters and that 

4 can be explained by a number of factors, not 

5 the least of which is the cause of the length 

6 of time that has lingered since this case began 

7 until when it has come to hearing before the 

8 Board. And I made numerous pre-trial motions, 

9 and I'm not going to reargue those, but I would 

10 ask the Board to take note of those, and I 

11 believe that the Board does not even need to 

12 rule on the merits of this case because the 

13 charges should be dismissed for the arguments 

14 outlined in the pre-trial motion. 

15 However, with respect to the 

16 merits of this case, what we have here is 

17 essentially a he said versus she said case. 

18 Not unusual in a domestic case. Not unusual in 

19 a criminal case or domestic cases that are 

20 brought before an administrative agency here. 

21 Often times when there is a 

22 domestic incident, both parties share some 

23 guilt, and the common phrase that somewhere in 

24 the middle between the stories is most likely 
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1 wlldl happened. 

2 As far as what happened in this 

3 case, none of us know. Not myself, not 
opposing counsel, not Mr. Hearing Officer, and 
certainly not the ladies and gentlemen of the 

6 Board. However, the Board is responsible for 

7 making a decision in this case. And the Board 

8 has to determine which version of the stories 

9 is more correct. And essentially it is -- one 

10 has to be chosen over the other. 

11 There's really no corroboration 

12 evidence in this case other than the 

13 testimonies of the two individuals involved in 

14 this case. 

15 So what the Board needs to 

16 conclude is who's telling the more likely 

17 version of events to determine whether or not 

18 charges should be sustained. 

19 Important to note here is the 

20 burden in this case. It’s not a criminal case, 

21 but, of course, the City bears the burden to 

22 prove that Ms. Lewis' testimony was more 

23 believable than Mr. Anderson's. 

24 And I would submit for a number 
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1 of reasons, which I'll get into, the Board will 

2 not be able to come to that conclusion. 

3 As far as our case goes, 

4 Mr. Anderson testified. Did we prove beyond a 

5 reasonable doubt or even beyond a — by a 

6 preponderance that Mr. Anderson was not guilty 

7 of all these charges? Probably not. But, 

8 again, we don't need to prove anything here. 

9 It’s the case that the City needs to prove, and 

10 they need to do that through their witness, Ms. 

11 Lewis. So what needs to be looked at is the 

12 two stories and which stories were impeached. 

13 With regard to 

14 Mr. Lewis -- Mr. Anderson, with regard to 

15 Maurice Anderson, there is no impeachment from 

16 his story. 

17 He testified that this is what 

18 happened, and when he was given — when he gave 

19 statements on three different occasions, it was 

20 exactly the same story, the same as what he 

21 testified to. 

' Ms. Lewis on the other hand, her 

2- testimony was impeached. The only thing that 
24 is really undisputed in this case are several 
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1 factors. 

2 And those factors lean toward the 

3 believability of one person’s story and the 

4 impeachment of some person's story. 

5 What is uncontested here is that 

6 Ms. Lewis caused and was responsible solely for 

7 this confrontation. It's uncontested Maurice 

8 Anderson was in the basement of the house, in 

9 the dark, talking on the telephone. Not 

10 involved in a confrontation at all. Not until 

11 Ms. Lewis came down who was upset because she 

12 believed Maurice was speaking with another 

13 woman. She confronted Maurice. She was angry 

14 about the situation. She told him pack your 

15 bags and get out of my house. A situation 

16 that's probably not uncommon with a marriage 

17 that was on the rocks such as Maurice 

18 Anderson's and Sharita Lewis' marriage at the 

19 time. 

20 What does Maurice Anderson do 

21 based upon being confronted with erroneous 

22 accusations? He does not confront her. He 

23 complies and says, you know what, I'm getting 

24 out of here. So he goes to leave the house. 
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1 And at that point the version of the events, 

2 really we have two different versions of the 

3 events. But those are the facts that are 

4 undisputed leading to this alleged 

5 confrontation. 

6 So we need to look at the further 

7 impeachments to determine what really happened 

8 here. 

9 Well, Ms. Lewis was impeached on 

10 a couple of pretty significant points. And I 

11 think the biggest one was the location of the 

12 incident. 

13 Ms. Lewis talked about how this 

14 punching and choking, that took place in the 

15 basement. And prior to getting to that, the 

16 other point that is not in dispute is — the 

17 only physical abuse that is not in dispute is 

18 Ms. Lewis' attack on Mr. Anderson with a fire 

19 poker, which we all know what that is, it is a 

20 metal poker, quite heavy with a sharp end, and 

21 certainly that shows the mind-set that Ms. 

22 Lewis was in and it's a mind-set consistent 

23 with somebody that went down to confront her 

24 husband because she thought he was cheating on

21 And they wrote it out. What did they write 

22 out? Even what they wrote out wasn't in 

23 evidence. She never said that was what she 

24 told them. So there's absolutely no 
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1 I think the benefit of the doubt 

2 has to be given to Mr. Anderson in this case 

3 based upon all the factors here. Thank you. 

4 HEARING OFFICER BATES: Anything else? 

5 MS. TAMRAT: Yes, briefly. It's your 

6 fault, you make me angry. I'm not violent 

7 towards anybody else. Your fault. You make me 

8 angry. That's what Officer Anderson said to 

9 his wife. It's her fault because she makes him 

10 angry. That’s the justification for him 

11 hitting her. 

12 Now, Counsel is basically making 

13 the same argument. It's her fault. Because 

14 she is the one who went to him and told him 

15 take your conversation and get out of my house. 

16 Let's go ahead and blame the victim in a 

17 domestic violence case. Typical. It's her 

18 fault because she is the one who told him get 

19 out of her house. So whatever beating she got, 

20 she deserved. But that's not what the evidence 

21 shows. 

Officer Anderson completely 
„ denies that anything happened, that's what he 
24 said then and that's what he says now. So 
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impeachment. And this just shows that there's 
no defense in this case, Mr. Bates, and 
honorable members of the Police Board. There 
is no defense. The evidence is overwhelming. 
There is no defense. 

So let's not blame the victim. 

It happened. So accept what you did and accept 
the consequences. It happened. So she was not 
impeached in any way. And the argument that 
she actual — she is the one who attacked him 
with a fire poker. She attacked him. But 
unfortunately that argument doesn't help 
Officer Anderson because he denied it. He 
didn't even concede that she had tried to 
defend herself and that she had been swinging 
at him and she was trying to defend herself. 

No. According to his version, 
absolutely no physical contact occurred. It 
was just verbal. So are we to believe that she 

20 punched herself? So what are these documents, j

herself in the jaw and on the head. Does she 
injure herself and then call the evidence

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herself? And then the blood stain. She never 
testified that that was her blood. She said 
that came from the babysitter who was cleaning 
up the mess. Okay. So attempting to argue 
that that is evidence that — she bled upstairs 
so she must have been — he must have hit her 
and that was her blood. It's completely 
inconsistent with the version that he didn't 
hit her. 

The argument Counsel is making is 
that, oh, today we hear that blood actually 
came from the babysitter. But, no, Counsel's 
trying to argue that the beating must have 
occurred or the incident must have occurred 
upstairs --
